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Operation Honduras

Several months ago a representative of the Florida Medical 
Association approached a member of the North Florida Ama- 
teur Radio Society of Jacksonville and asked if there was 
anything we could do to help provide communications to a new 
hospital in Trujillo, Honduras where Florida doctors would 
be going to help train and organize a hospital staff from Hon- 
duras. Our first impression was that this was one of those 
usual requests from people outside amateur radio who wanted 
to talk to Ten-Buck-Two, but had no idea if there was any 
amateur radio operator available or what bands or times they 
were on, This was not the case here, for as it turned out, 
there was no amateur operator in Trujillo! This simplified 
the problem considerably. We wouldn’t have to worry about 
times, frequencies, and the language barrier because there was 
no operator there. 

A check with the chairman of the committee in charge of 
the operation, Dr. John Fisher of Jacksonville, indicated that 
this group was not as unaware of amateur radio activities as 
we had imagined. Dr. Fisher, though not an amateur himself, 
had a very good knowledge of amateur radio and its functions 
from his trips with the SS Hope. This committee had already 
made arrangements with the government of Honduras to issue 
a license to someone at the hospital if we could come up with 
a Suitable transmitter and receiver, 

The board of directors of NOF ARS met and decided to under- 
write the program in the amount of $125 for the purchase of a 
Heathkit HW-32 SSB transceiver. A used unit was located for 
that price and it was purchased. The Beaches Amateur Radio 
Society made up a twenty-meter dipole and donated it to the 
cause. The rig was in the final stages of check-out when two 
small children died at the hospital for the need of Tetnus 
serum, This stimulated our efforts to get the rig ready to go. 

When the rig and antenna were ready togo it was taken down 
by Bill Blasingame, WA4NEV, along with Dr. Bill Clark and 
his wife in a private plane belonging to a doctor in Orlando. 
Dr. Fisher had wrecked his own plane some weeks before 
trying to land on the small field in Trujillo in high winds. 
Along on the trip also were numerous supplies for the hos- 
pital donated by various groups. A Jacksonville automobile 
dealer had donated a jeep, too; the hospital and the Woman’s 
Club of Jacksonville had donated sheets and other things of 
use. Many drug companies had donated supplies for the hos- 
pital. Amateur radio had again become a part of a people- 
to-people program and this time it was in a small town in

the sun.’’ There is no fighter like a ‘“‘hungry’’ fighter so we 
can expect some mighty efforts to dethrone us next year. 

Since we already have the know-how and the necessary 
machinery to duplicate during 1966 it should not be hard tc 
dig down for the required energy to insure our position for 
this next coming year.

Why are our VHF OP’s so 
ignorant to the new modes of 
transmission? I am referring 
to a good number of the techs 
on six, and a few of the gen- 
erals, too. It seems apparent 
that a lot of our six-meter boys 
don’t know the first thing about 
radio, or at least they don’t 
show it. 

The other night I was listen- 
ing to a QSO on six. Two 
OM’s were discussing the as- 
pects and assets of VHF SSB, 
when one made the comment that 
sideband was too hard, too ex- 
pensive and that there wasn’t 
any commercial gear on the 
market. Well, this got me teed 
off a little, and I was about to 
bust into this QSO and tell him 
off when it came to mind that 
maybe he wasn’t the only one 
who was soignorant to the facts. 
That?’s why I’m writing this 
article. 

What a lot of amateurs don’t 
realize is the simplicity of 
sideband. DSB costs less to 
build than AM rigs, and they 
are easier to build also. For 
a few dollars more, you can 
build up a crystal filter andrun 
single sideband at a price com- 
petitive with AM rigs. 


The one comment in that 
QSO that really upset me was 
his immediate turn to commer- 
cial gear. Most of these guys 
on six are tech’s; they should 
do a little experimenting, de- 
signing, and building, even if 
they have to steal the circuits 
from someone else. At least 
they are building it themsel- 
ves. A lot of the VHF OP’s

reject SSB because they have 
never listened to a good side= 
band receiver. If they ever did, 
they would probably think it the 
greatest thing on the air. A 
1929 Essex receiver will not 
receive sideband properly. It 
wasn’t designed to. Of course 
it means a little investment, 
but it is worth it in the long 
run. Granted, SSB isn’t going 
to give you the Hi-Fi audio, 
but it does provide the most 
effective media of communica- 
tion next to CW. 

Here are a few facts about 
SB and AM, Compare them 
for yourself; 

1. SB can be made simpler 
and cheaper than an AM rig. 
Dollar per watt, sideband is 
cheaper by far. 

2. SB can provide effective 
Back Scatter communications. 
3. SSB uses less band width, 
(You may say, with 4 megs 
we don’t have that problem. 
However, did you ever listen 
to the first meg of six when 
the band was open, and all you 
had were a few low frequency 
crystals???) 

4. DSB will give two times 
the effective power per watt. 
5. SSB will give youfour times 
the effective power per watt. 
6. SSB alongwithCW gives you 
the punch you need on Aurora 
and long distance ground wave 
that you can’t get with AM. 

Sure this article is prejud- 
iced, but wouldn’t you be con- 
sidering the advantage that SB 
offers to VHF communication?

Walton County EC Bob For- 
bess K4VWE has been handling 
weather observation transmis- 
sions for several years with- 


out missing very many. He 
picks up the daily maximum and 
minimum temeratures, rain- 
fall and soil temperatures from 
the DeFuniak Springs Weather 
Bureau Cooperative Observer 
and transmits this information 
nightly to the Tallahassee as a 
formal radiogram via the West 
Florida Phone Net, for deliv- 
ery to the Tallahassee Weather 
Bureau. 

This information is promptly 
put on the Weather Bureau’s 
Tri-State Agriculture Weather 


Wire, a leased landline teletype 
circuit to which many radioand 
television stations and news- 
papers in northwest Florida, 
southeast Alabama and south- 
west Georgia subscribe. 

Bob organized the regular 
radio transmission as one of 
his official EC activities and has 
had help from several other 
amateurs in Walton County, es- 
pecially WA4IZS, 

Similar observations are also 
transmitted to Tallahassee 
from Milton under a plan set 
up by Santa Rosa county EC 
K4HOX. K4NMZ usually hand- 
les the daily chores with assists 
from W4POY and others, 

Meterologist in charge of the 
Tallahassee Weather Bureau is 
Larry Hughes, who also happens 
to be W4DKT. Hughes credits 
the radio transmission of these 
observations with providing two 
observation points which other- 
wise would be unavailable to the 
Bureau except on a once-a-week 
-by-mail basis. 

Amateurs at the Tallahassee 
end of the radio circuit include

Honduras not connected to the rest of the country by roads 
or modern communications. 

As soon as the license was issued the station was on the air. 
The first known contact with the state of Florida was with a 
station in Melbourne whose call is not known to this writer. 
Pappy, WA4WTC, in Jacksonville made a contact or two but 
there was trouble with the audio in the rig and the operators 
were none too familiar with amateur procedures. A radio 
operator in the Honduras Army tried his hand at operating 
but with little success. 

When the acting Chief - of - Staff of the hospital left there to 
return to Florida the only American left was Miss Jean Garber, 
a mennonite nurse from Lancaster, Pa. Jean became the 
‘‘chief op’’ at HR6KP. It was quite a surprise to WA4NEV and 
W4MVB when Jean showed up for a noon schedule which had 
previously been made, Since that time in early November, 
W4MVB has had regular skeds with Jean and contact has been 
adequate to pass the necessary traffic. 

On New Year’s Day conditions were good enough to runa 
patch for Jean to her parents in Lancaster. Dr. Fisher has 
been at the hospital during the holidays and we have been able 
to provide him with communications to other doctors in this 
area as well as his family. We were also able to get Dr. 
Fisher called back home early when his daughter had an un- 
expected operation to remove her appendix. K4YLG in Miami 
Springs and others in that area were able to contact Jean and 
get information for a Miami doctor who is in Honduras now.

IDEAS 


YOU DON’T OPERATE 75 and 80 METERS....oh you don’t 
have the room for an antenna. Ever thought of an inverted vee? 
That tower in the back yard that supports the lone 3 element 
10 meter beam would make an excellent center support for the 
inverted vee. Make sure that all feed line(s) come down to 
the base of the tower andare buried; and that all guy wires are 
broken up with inswators and you are all set. 125 feet of wire 
with it?s center supported at or near the top of the tower will 
make an excellent low band radiator. The ends can come right 
down to the ground and it can be fed with a length of coax! As 
a matter of fact you canevenuse: the antenna for guy support 
on the tower! 

A LOW BAND VERTICAL can also be made from the tower. 
A 40 ft. tower with a beam on the top for a loading cap will do 
a pretty good job on the 80 meter DX. Just add some radials 
around the base and get a length of 1/2 or 5/8 inch tube for the 
gamma match and you are all set. 

A VHF HALO OR GROUND PLANE FOR 20 can be added by 
installing a 16 ft. length of 5/8 tube on top of the 10 or 6 meter 
beam, This tube must be insulated from the tower. Some U 
bolts and a couple of the huge surplusinsulators that are avail- 
able will do nicely. Thebeam then serves as the radial system 
for the ground plane. It can be fed with coax. The results are 
surprising! The same could be done for 15 meters with 
a change in the length of the tube. 

GOTTA BIG TREE NEARBY? If so then the tower can also 
serve as an end support for a dipole on another band. 

WHY NOT MOUNT THE ROTATOR ON A PLATFORM inside 
the tower and extend a piece of pipe through a bushing to sup- 
port the beam? It is a lot easier to install and remove a beam 
this waye The platform should be removable so that the pipe 
can be slid down to the top of the tower to get at the beam.

CW Is Here To Stay 


Many hams, I suspect wonder why, in this day and age of 
AM, SSB, FSK, Phase Mod., Ham TV, Moon Bounce, 2KW 
PEP linears, RTTY, Scatter, Satalites, etc., manufacturers 
even bother to put a CW position on their sophisticated rigs. 
Not withstanding with their thinking, there most certainly 
are a number of very good reasons why this ancient method 
of passing the word is still held in esteem by a great number 
in the radio community. Perhaps it would be best to run over 
the background of CW and then go over the reasons of why 
it is still quite popular with certain radio amateurs. 

Perhaps the start of CW was the jungle drum. DX was 
limited, with this type of CW. Gooddrum operators were hard 
to find and each tribe spoke a different lingo and had a differ- 
ent code. Many famous names worked on the problem over 
the years, Men such as Leyden, Volta, Oersted, Ampere, 
Wheatstone and Gauss all contributed to the final result. It 
took a gent with an unglamorous name of Sam Morse to tie 
the solution into a neat package and put it on the market. Now 
Sam had his problems. His first try at CW ran something 
like this: Sam set upacircuit much like this sketch (confi- 
dential) wea ue helpas pciine as the load.

P Is For Perjury 


You don’t have to listen in 
very long on 75 or 20 phone 
these days to hear some old- 
timer (and some of them have 
been in radio for less than 
10 years) tell the listening 
world that they haven’t been 
on CW since they got their 
general class ticket; and they 
probably can’t copy over 5 
wpm on CW. These state- 
ments are no doubt true. 

But, if they are true, just 
what has happened to the truth 
each time these Hams have 
renewed their license? Ques- 
tion 4 of Part II of the license 
application asks: ‘‘Have you 
met the operating time and 
code speed requirements of 
Commission’s rules for re- 
newal of license??? (You must 
answer by checking either 
‘‘Yes’’ or ‘*No’’), At the bot- 
tom of the page, you are 
required to sign, and to thus 
certify that all statements 
made are true, complete, cor- 
rect and made in good faith. 
Heavy black print at the bot- 
tom of the form indicates 
that ‘‘Wilful false statements 
are punishable by fine andim- 
prisonment,’’ citing the stat- 
utory penalty under Federal 
law for perjury. 

Read the Amateur Regula- 
tions .... Section 97.13 (a) 
says: ‘‘The application shall... 


include a statement that the 
applicant can send by hand 
key ... and receive by ear, 
in plain language, messages 
in the International Morse 
Code at speed of not less than 
that which is required in qual- 
ifying for the original license 
of the class being renewed.”’ 

This means you are sup- 
posed to keep up your 13 wpm, 
because that is the speed re- 
quired to qualify for an ori- 
final General Class license, 
And how far is it from 13 
wpm to 16 wpm? -- which 
the FCC proposes as the qual- 
ification for Amateur First 
Class. All of 3 words per 
minute, if I add and subtract 
correctly.
